The Apoſtle ſaich, He coveted nomans 
Silver, nor Gold, nor Apparrel ; but laboured with his Hands to

'he might be an Example to all that followed him (remember rhe 
words of our Lord Jeſus, how that it is 4 more Bleſſed Thing 
| * to Give, then to Recerve) As 20. 33,34,35, Now do you 
| follow the Apoſtle Paul herein 2 and is he your Example ? 
What, do you think che People: have no Eyes in their 
Heads to ſee you? Anddid not the Apoftle ſpeak of a 
company, that were Heady, High-minded, and Lovers of 
Pleaſures more then Lovers of God, Self-wille4 and Covetour, 
that had got a Formof Godlineſs, but denyed the Power thereof, 
from whom he commanadeth to turn away, read your elves in 
2 Tim, 3.345: | 
And truly Friends, I muſt needs ſay to you, I never heard 
ſo much debauch'd Language and Helliſh Lyes,as has been 
6aſt unjuſtly and wickedly upon me ſince 'I came i ria 
We. * - PD THe! Iſland 
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Ifland ; which grieves my Soul, thatever ſuch ſhould. be 
in Peoples Mouthes, and that you Miniſters ſhould glad- 
ly be Entertainers (if not the Fomenters and Preachers) 
of them, where-with you have filled and poyſoned Peo- 
ples minds, with wicked Lyes (I ſay) and falſe and filthy 
Slanders, and fo corrupted them. O ! how can ye be 
otherwiſe called, then Teachers of Lyes, and Lyars * 
even ſuch as love and makea Lye, Rev. 23. 15. and ſuch 
as-are given up to believe Lyes ; ſcetheir ſad End in Rev.

known, that I was never tainted or blamiſht withiany 
ſuch Uacleannefs. So that with David T may (ay, Falſe 
Witneſſes did riſe up, they laid to my Charge things that 1 knew 
not, Plal.z5.rz. Certainly, many ot.you are, and haye 
been naught your ſelves this way, elſe you- would, have 
vertue in your mouth.s, rather then haye ſuch chings, -as 
a\modeſt Ear abhors ; yea, -ſuch filthy ſtuff, and wicked 
Lyes as theſe (which came from the Devil, —_— pr 
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Father of them) are your Pariſhes fill'd with, For I 
would have you know, that I abhor, deteſt, and ſcorn 
ſuch things; it being well known in England, I ſay, that 
I was never tainted with the leaſt Uncleani ation, nor 
thus taxed, till I came here amongſt you z but, what is in 
your own Hearts, that you caſt upon me, ſo that ye ful- 
fil Chriſts Words who toretold, They ſhould [peak all manner 
of Evil againſt you falſly for my Name's ſake, And indeed itis 
for Chrilt's fake that you doit z So that we can be excee- 
ding glad, and rejoyce in Chriſt Jetus, in that it is for his 
ſake, that we are thus evil (poken of, But kaow this, and 
be aſſured of it, the time will come that he will appear 
for ourglory, and to your ſhame aud con/ufion, For We 
would have you to underſtand, that we have an eſteem of 
our Bodies, for our Bodies the Lord hath honoured with 
his mercies, and they are Veſſels ot his honour, and Tem- 
wy of Chriſt,ando!

O! it is not the work 
of Chriſt's Miniſters, to fall upon the Righteous, and 
perſecute the Innocent, ang let Swearers, Drunkards, 
W hore-Maſters and Adulter:rs go free: And do you nor 
pronounce the Bleſſing of God to-be upon them, and 
Peace be unto them all, in the State and Condition where- 
in they remain unconverted ? For, are not the words ge- 
neral in the cloſe of your Service ? And is this the 
beſt Entertainment you can afford Strangers, viz. To 
Slander and Belye them * Is this the beſt Proviſion you 
have for them in your Houſes ? Surcly theſe are very 
courſe Complements, from ſuch Perſons as are lookt up- 
on by others, and by themſelves too, as Men of no ſmall 
Breeding * Byt this is no good Breeding, nor maniticſts good 
Edycation ; but beſpeaks the Educator not to be of Chrift, 
norof God, and this is the Production and Fruit of your 
Studdyings : Is this to follow the Apoſtle's Advice ? 
who exhorts, To Studdy to be © wiet, 1 Theſ. 4. 11. And 
2 Tim. 3. 15,16.. Studdy to ſhew thy ſelf approved of God, 9 
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Workman that needeth not be aſhamed, rightly drviding the Word 
of Truth : but ſhun Prophane and Y ain Babblings ; for they will 
excreaſe to more Ungodlineſs, &c. And faith» Solomon, Prov. 
12. 22, Lying _ are an Abomination to the Lord ; bus they 
that deal truly are his Delight, And inchap. 10. 18. Hethat 
hideth Hatred with Lying Lips, and he that nttereth a Slander, 
a Fool. And Pſal.101.5. Who ſo privily Slandereth bis Neigh- 
bour, him will I cut off. Read Rom. 1. 28,29,30,8&c, 

And confider you, that call your ſelves Miniſters; Are 
the Scriptures of Truth of no value, of no uſe with you,nor 
with your People : which ſaith, That whoſoeve ri angry with 
his Brother without a Cauſe, ſhaii be in danger of the Fudgment : 
And whoſoever ſhall ſay unto his Brother, Racha, ſhall be in dan- 
ger of the Council : But whoſoever ſaith unto his Brother, Thou 
Fool, ſhall be in danger of Hell Fire, Mat.5,.22. Now doyou 
not know what this means  Ought not this to be more ſe-. 
rioufly heeded by you Prieſts, and your Hearers, as you 
would not undergo the Penalty ? or how can you'? ; How 
dare you bring your Gift to the Altar, before you-be recon+ 
ciled to your Brother? And you that perſecute,or go about - 
co perſecutc ; arc you not of the number of thoſe ,that mingle 
their Sacrifices with Blood ? O! what will become ot you that 
perſecute and (peak all manner of Evil againſt God's 'Peo- 
ple for Chriſt's ſake ? Heſaith, Bleſſed are the Merciful; for they 

ſhall obtain Mercy.  Butwhat then will likely be your Porti- 
ons,who ate Cruel and Unmercitul? Further,he ſaich,B/ef- 
ſed are the Meek ; for they ſhall inherit the Earth. What then 
will become of you, who are Furious and Enyious '? 
Again, ſaith he, Bleſſed are the Peace- Makers , - for they ſha#l 
be called the Childrea of God, T hen what will become of you, 
<* up to Contention,iflention and Perſecution? this

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> How-can-you. ſay the Lord's Prayer, Forgive ws our 
Treſþaſſes as we forgrve them that treſpaſs againſt us ? So mark, 
yottare'no.\more forgiven then. you do forgive,. Mat. 25, 
Depart you Curſed into Everlaſting Fire, &c., Why, what's, 
the Matter © - For, ſaith he, 1.945 an Hungred, and ye gave 
"me no Meats, 1 was Thirſty ,and ye gave me no Drink,&c, But 
 youmay an{wer and ſay, Lord, When ſuw we thee a Hungry, 
. #raThutſt, 'or-4 Stranger, &c ? Then will he ſay, Inſomuch 
x you dtd it 'n0t unto the leaſt of theſe, you did it not unto me : 
4nd theſe ſhall go into Everlaſting Puniſhment. There you ſee 
the Scatence is givea already, you have heard it, and you 
may read. it there, about the latter end. And Mark, If

And'ſo you that doprofeſs and make a Trade of Chriſt's 
words for Money, and perſecute him, where, and in 
whom he is made manifeſt , are not you made ma- 
nifeſtin: the fight of the Son ro be the very Antichriſt's, 
profeſling Chriſt, and yet arc found Enemies to him, and 
 aRtingperverſly againſt him, andcto be in the number of 
thoſe inwardly ravening Wolves in Sheep's Clothing, 
Chriſt ſpeaks of in Mat. 7. and thoſe evil Trees and evil 
Ground, that bringeth forth nothing but Thiſtles, Bryars 
and Thoracs, wherewith to rend, and tear, and prick the 
Lambs of God : Andare you not of the number of thoſe, 
who build up, and adorn, and garniſh the Tombs of the

Saipts-day, or Michaelmas, or Lent, &c: Had you nor 


all theie from the Popes: And how can you cry out againſt 


Papers and yet live in the practice of thoſe things which 
you have from them, and that they- have (et ups It you 


will have a Maſs for your Candles, why not as well a Maſs- 


for your Cows and your Horſes, your Sugar-Canesand your 
Potatos* We do not read that Iſaac obſerved his Father's 
day, or Facob obſerved Iſaac's day z or did the Fews obſerve 
Foſhua's, or Moſes's, or Aaron's day z or that any of the 
Saints did obſerve the Apoſtles dayes, and called them, 
Holy-Dayes: Yea, did the Apoſtles obſerve Chriſt's day, 
or Stephen's day, or Famss's day, or any of the Apoſtles and 
Diſciples of Chriſt, and called them, Ho!y-dayes ? Let 
us {ee the Scripture forit ? For you pretead the Scriptures 
to be the Rule for your Praices; and yet, how dare you 
ſay ſo, and aR quite contrary to the Scriptures of Truth ? 
For did not the Apoſtle leave the People of God to their 
Liberty in Rom. 14. 4,5,6,7. concerning obſerving ot days, 
He that obſerved a day, he was to obſerve it to the Lord, andhe 
that did not rezard the day to the Lord, they were not to Judge one 
another about ſuch things : but you have thrown away this 
day alſo, that do a& contrary, in judging and perſecnting 
one another-upon this account, + 

And doth not the Apoſtle judge and reprove the 
Galatians {or obſerving dayes ; and tells them, That the 
were Bewicht ; and calls them, Fools ?. Gal. 3.1. 0 oli 
Galatians ! who hath bewitched you, that you ſhould not obey the 
Truth? . And chap 4. 10,11. Ye obſerve Dayes, and Times, 
ind Moneths, and years , I am afraid of you leſt I have beſtowed 


por you Labour in wain,. © 
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"How came. you to be ſo wiſe,.2s/ to obſerye them, 
-and compel others to obſerve them ? do you not make 
your ſelyes wiſer then Chriſt, or any of-the Apoſtles 7 
' What Wiſdom is this think you, that you. thould by ze 
force People to obſervedayes ? came not this Power and 
Wiſdom firſt from the Pope, -and not from the Apo- 
flles, nor from Chriſt Feſuws ? ' if you have it from Chriſt 
Feſws and the Apoſtles, let us ſee whereitis,. cdavince vs 
with*Scripture ? And where, I ſay, do you find in Scrip. 
tures, that Chriſt} or-his Apoſtles did ordain the day you 
call Chrift-Maſs, and the reſt of the dayes attending it, 
which you call, Holy-dayes ? But, to fay the Truth, you 
may rather term them #»holy, by reaſon ot the Wngogly, 
and Debaucht Heathemſh Praftice : SO that, whereas vou 
pretend to Honour the Lord Feſws in and by them, you do 
no other indeed but diſhonour him, aud do Perſecyte others 
that will notdo as you do, and ſo break the Command 
of God, who ſaith, Six dayes ſhalt thou labour, &c, and here 
*your Command -is., that they muſt play more-then 
Six Daycs. Now tell me, if you can, how many hun- 
dred of years after Chriſt and the Apoſtles were theſe days 
firſt obſeryed as Holy-dayes, and ſer apart to be kept as you 
do now keep them. | 

- O! the Whoredoms, and Debauchery, and Drunken- 
nels, the Exceſs , Senſual Pleaſures, Carnal Delights , 
Carding, Diccing, Dancing, that theſe dayes are filled 
up with , ſo that the Devil hath more Work done him in 
theſe dayes then in many other dayes before or after, So, 
let the Witneſs of God in your Conſciences anſwer ; 
Yea or Nay, and let ali Sober People judge, whether or 
no I ſpeak nor Truth, when I ſay, God is more diſhonou- 

red and his Name prophaucned, and taken jn vain, and 
Op blaſ- 
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blaſphemed more in the twelve Holy Dayes (ſo called) 
then in three times the number of them , let; I ſay, your 
Conſciences and all ſober people judge : So here you may 
ſee how the Apoſtle judged them thar did obſerve days. Bur, 
conſider, whether or nodoth the Kingdom of God ſtand in 
Meats, and Drinks, and Waſhings, andin Dayss Nay, 
nay, it ſtands only in Righteouſneſs, and in Peace, and 
Joy in the Holy Ghoſt, which Kingdom all people are in 
the firſt place to ſeek atrer.: 

And then concerning your Faſts in Lent, &'c. the Lord 
will "ſay, Who required theſe things at your Hands ? as it is 
in Iſa. 58. 3,4. Wherefore have we faſted, . and thou ſee (or: 
regardeſt) not, &c. Behold, ſaith the Lord, in the day- of 
your Faſts you find Pleaſures, and exatt all your Labours ; ye 
faſt for Strife and Debate, and to ſmite with the Fiſt of Wicked- 
neſs * Te ſhall not faft as ye do this day, to make your Voices tobe 
heard on high.
